It is primar- 
liy an instrument of murder. Its defense as an in- 
strument of self-protection or of sport, asin target 
practice, is absurd. Both purposes ¢an be better 
served with the shotgun,. which is not concealable 
for purposes of crime. The one hand gun ought to 
be permanently removed from all private hands. 
Tne families and friends of four persons newly 
dead*in Chicago, and the famfifes and friends of 
the murderers, can give testimony to that: The 
public and the lawmakerg can act upon it. 


COSTLY ECONOMY. 

The army appropriation bill, @8 passed by the 
house and now pending in the senate, provides for 
less than $1,000,000 to be spent for the fortification 
and defense of the Panamg canal. The best army 
and navy authorities in the United States, speaking 
from. observations of the offensive and defensive 
forces of other countries and fromi the experience 
of the United States war fleet maneuvers in the 
Canal Zone, insist that not less than $7,000,000 is 
necessary as initial outlay toward es the canal 
impregnable. 

Evidently the house of representatives beliayes 
it knows more about this subject than the authori- 
ties trained in the subject. They would save 
$6,000,000 at a possible cost of billions to their coun- 
try. Such reasoning, carried into their private af- 
fairs, would eliminate eyery life insurance, acci- 
dent insurance, fire insurance, and burglary insur- 
ance policy held by them. Because they do not 
expect to die, or be injured, or have their houses 
burn down within the next year, they would save 
the current outlay of their premium payments and 
let their families suffer if they guessed wrongly. 
That is the situation with reference to the canal.

It does not pay to keep calves unless 
they are to be given the right kind of 
treatment. When milk is selling at a: 
higher price, skim milk substitutes 
may be used. Skim milk powder is 
used fdr this purpose. Dairymen at 
the New York station recommen the 
mixing of skimmed powder at the rate 
of one pound to nine pounds of water. 
Feed it like skim milk. Give the ca'vées 
whole milk for about four weeks and 
then start with the skim milk powder 
and make the change gradual to sub- 
stitutes, This home mixed calf feed is 
also recommended as a substitute for 
skim milk: Finely ground cornmeal, 
200 pounds; flour wheat middlings, 300 
pounds; finely ground barley 200 
pounds; linseed oil meal, 200 pounds; 
dried blood, 100 pounds; bone meal, 20 
pounds; and galt, 10 pounds. Feed a 
pound of this mixture with five pounde 
of water three times a day. Heat it to 
a temperature of 100 degrees before 
feeding.
